JOHN Fitagerald Kennedy, 36th President of the United States 
w and ae pedal friend ef the communicating arte, was savagely 
cut down in Dallas on Friday by a sharp-shooting assassin in a 
display of Insane violence that has atiried revulsion and grieved 
mankind In this nation and throughout the world. Yesterday the 
accused assassin died, himself the victim of a vengeance contrary 
t* the law* of the nation and the law of God that lighted the 
way for John P. Kennedy. Hie murderer ia unmounted. Bot this 
morning all men of goodwill, each (n hla own way. Join in tha 
Pontifical High Maas of Requiem offered In the Cathedral of St. 
Matthew la Washington, D.C., te commend the *»ul of the let* 
President, according to tha Roman Catholic religion that he prac- 
ticed, to tha mercy of the Almighty God forllf# evarlaating In 
the glory of Heaven. 

Since that UrribU Friday afternoon of Nov. 2* millions of 
WOr 2f h /? wt *P° l< * n {Tom wr comer of the 

world. One cannot help but wonder that If the same steadfast 
admiration had been expressed during the almost three years ha 
had served aa President that this overwhelming tragedy might 
have been averted and that today, instead of a nation and a world 
in mourning, mankind might be a step closer to attaining true 
dignity of intellect and spiritual communion. 

The community of Hollywood and show busmtst In general has 
lost s good friend, to fall back upon a trite, but nevertheless apt 
expressto*. John F. Kennedy, more then any othar President, had 
doe* ties with, people in the performing art*. 
While Franklin Delano Roosevelt had a lively interest in seeing 
motion pictures and his wife was a mainspring of the Federal 
Theatre PrejecUPresident and Mrs. Kennedy — possibly becausa 
of youth and environment as much aa anything else (tha Prsai- 
dent a father was long active In motion pictures) seemed te hsva 
closer rapport with show folk. 

Tha interest of tha lata President and Mrs. Kennedy in estab- 
lishment of a national cultural center in Washington needs no 
explanation. Moreover, from the day of hia inauguration cele- 
bration, In which show business played a most prominent part. 
President Kennedy did much by Identification ol his parson to 
? **?*f d , [°* »n the entertainment world. 

Indeed, he h&d sch«du!*il for the motion pieturo buiintu an unuanni 
Presidential recognition. There waa te have been a White House 
luncheon meeting an Dec. 10 for soma 45 representatives af the 
industry — a event which wouid have accorded Hollywood an 
importance on a par with that reserved heretofore (oataul* of 
wartime emergency when entertainment automatically it recog- 
nised aa a potent morale fort*) mostly for big industry and fin- 
ancing. 

Becauas of this as well as personal relationships that enabled 
the late President to enjoy moments of informal relaxation in 
Southern California, the community of Hollywood haa suffered — 
deepita often pronounced political difference* — an acutely personal 
loaa in the martyrdom of John Fltxgeraid Kennedy. Today tha 
ahow doesn't go on ia Hollywood. Studios are dosed in tribute to 
the memory of a nohls first dtlaan and friend.
